Takes At Bigger 
Bite Next Year 


Social Seeurity will be taking a 

bigger bite from the nation's pay 
checks next year. 
The current payment is 3.625 per 
cent of the first $4,800 in pay. The 
new rate will be 3.85 per cent for 
old-age, survivors and disability in- 
surance plus .35 per cent for the 
new health benefit »plan. And it 
will cover the first $6,600 of pay. 

So everybody will pay more to 
Social Security and those who. earn 
I morë than $4,800 wil pay longer. 

Maximum increase, for those who 
earn $6,600 or more a year will be 
$108 a yeat. 

This isn't the end of the story. 
The rate goes up again in 1967. 
From a tothl of 4.20 per cent in 
1966.to 4:40 per cent in 1967 and 
'88. And then to 4.90 per-cent for 
1969-72.

Phone Bills Down 
Seven Per Cent 


- On Next Billing 


Good news from the phone com- x, 


pany! When Glades folks receive 
their next bill there will be a re- 
duction of seven percent shown in 
the total figures compared with the 
previous month. The facts and fig- 
ures come from, Charlie Leonard, 
local manager of the phone com- 
pany. He has the following to say 
about the new bills: 

“Your monthly tab for phone 
service will not be as much in the 
new year, thanks to the reduction 
in excise tax on this service. The 
reduction is the result of the excise 
revision law signed this past sum- 
mer by President Johnson.. This 
law reduces—and eventually will 
eliminate—the federal excise tax 
on all local and long distance tele- 
phone service. 

“The first and biggest portion of 
the reduction—the cut from 10 to 
8 percent—is the one effective Jan- 
uary 1. An additional one percent 
will be removed each January there- 
after until the tax is eliminated in 
1969.” 

‘According to Mr. Leonard, the 
next telephone bills received in 
this area will reflect this reduction. 
"You, the customer, will receive the 
total benefit of the reduction.
